The first three charges related 
to the ‘alleged forging of -a bor-, 
rowing note, uttering the note, and- 
embezzjement of a sum of $1,000. 
Embezzlement was. alleged in the 
other three charges’ and involved: 
sums of $200, $200 and $413, the 
property of the Tak Yuen firm, the 
Tai Sang Loong firm and the Hop 
Cheong . firm, 
: A Partnership : 
Opening the case \for thesaro- |. 
secution, Mr. Jenkin said that the 
charges agninst the defendant 
arose out of a partnership in the 
Kwong On Yuen firm, which was 
«with ten 
partnérs and a nominal capital of 
$30,000. 


At the beginning the defendant 
held shares to the value pf $6,000, 
and later put in a further $500, 
so that he became one of the big- 

mest shareholders in the firm, with 
the exception of the complainant, 
Wong Shiu-chuen, whose share was 
equal .to the defendant’s. 

-On account of his holdings in- 

_ the firm, the defendant was ap- | 
pointed manager . and was given 
charge of the 
‘handled. the firm’s cash. A part 
of the defendant’s duties was to 
receive from the outer counter, in 
the charge of a foki, at. the end 

- of each: day's busines’, all money 
received during. the day, to put 
the money in: the firm’s safe, the 
key, of which he held, and to ‘hold 
the money in safe’ custody. ' 


An Arrangement 


‘Another © of the * defendant's 
duties was to éollect outstanding 
accounts owing to the firm around 
the City. For this purpose, he 
.was given a list of such: accounts 
by a foki, On his return. to the 
office, the defendant had to hand 
all money which he profeased to 
have collected to the clerk in 
charge of the outer ‘counter, The 
latter. had to hold.this money dur- 
ing business hours, and at the end 
of the day would hand‘the money 
- over to the ‘defendant, as the pers 
son in charge of the firm’s ‘cash. 

As, ho had alrendy said, Mr. 
Jenkin proceeded, the firm was 
opened in March 1927,.. in the 
Chinese Ting Mau year, and by 
the end of that Chinese year the 
defendant had misappropriated the 
sum of $7,000, money belonging to 
the firm,” This, sum, Mr. Jenkin 
said, did not form a ‘subject of the

The position on July 25 was that 
in' addition to the outstanding old 
account.of $7,000 defendant’ owed 
the firm, there was the amount not 
accounted for from the $2,000 odd 
handed ‘over ‘to him overnight. 
With a shortage of about $8,000, 
the firm was out of cash and, 
still’ shielding the defendant, 
Wong Shiu-chuen arranged eev- 
eral short loans to tide the firm 
over unti] the defendant refund- 
ed the money. 

In the meantime, the other part- 
ners had discovered the defen- 
dant’s defaleations and everything 
came out. A meeting of the part- 
ners was held in November 1928,

New ‘Christian Science By-Laws 


Three new by-laws: have been adopt- |" 


ed by ‘the Christian -Science Parent 
Church, a movement established four 
years ago as an international organi- 
zation. This Church was founded by 
Christian Scientists who were once 
connected with the origina! Christian 
Science organization, but who discon- 
tinued, their connection with. that or- 
ganization owing to their disagrec- 
ment’ with certain rules of the faith, 

The new by-laws npprove’ of a 
policy of co-operation with ‘medical 
science, .They are as follows:— 

(1) Duty to Patients —In our ‘model 
manual Mary Baker Eddy provided’ as 
follows:—"If .2 member . of . this 
Church has a patient whom he does 
not heal, and whose case he cannot 
‘fully diagnose, he may consult with 
on M.D. on the ‘anatomy involved, 
And it shall be the privilege of a 
Christian Scientist to’ confer with an 
.D, on ontology, or the science .of 
heing.” In the broader development 
of Christian Science mind-healing 
there must be “equal rights and pri- 
vileges,” ‘therefore when aid ia sought

sin EDWIN Y STOCRTON'S 
PROTEST | 


‘MISUSED D CAPITAL * 

A protest against the aquander- 
ing of money in investments on 
passing tendencies such as dog- 
racing: was made by Slt Edwin 
Stockton in his address to the 
Commerce Soclety, at the London 
School of Economics. - 

Sir Edwin's address was entitled 
“Finance and Luxury,” and he dis- 
evssed the definition of a ‘luxury 


trade, protesting against the as- |. 


sumption of certain Labour-Social- 
ist speakers that such enterprises 
as artificial silk production wero in 
the nature of semi-luxuries.: 
Reviewing recent statistics in re- 
gard to'tinvestments, Sir Edwin 
pointed out. that’ in 1926 the sggre- 
gate of new Issues was £253,000,000, 
There was not much in any 
of the isswes to which objection 
could he taken on the ground that 
they were luxury issues or: over- 
development . of unproductive 
undertakings. 
signs of a tendency of an entirely 
different nature. The aggregate. of 


new isauca was £315,000,000. Thero : 


was a heavy fall in certain 
industrial shares, but nearly nine 
millions was raised for: the arti- 
ficial silk industry, 3% millions for 
the cinema Industry, and two mil- 
liona for greyhound racecourses. 

While some of the now industrial 
ventures were sound, the large ma- 
jority of the new enterprises which 
were mainly concerned with the 
amusement and so-called “luxury” 
trades had still to justify them- 
selves. (Gramophone — concerns 
largely featured in the list, and 80 
numerous were’ the new concerns 
formed to exploit this fleld that ono 
might almost incline to‘the view 
that hitherto it had been grossly 
neglected. -

Labour and Luxuries 


Coming to consider what was the’ 


correct definition of “luxury,” Sir 
Edwin said that after all, personal 
gratification was by no means to ba 
denounced if it could be exercised 
reasonably, and with affording 
any grounds of complaint by the rest 
of the community. 

“J suppose” he observed, “soma 
people would call luxuries the 
wearing of the dress clothes or the 
use of a hot-water bottle in one’s 
bed, or perhaps if you have & fancy 
for silk pyjamas. But, after all, 
these are personal gratifications to 
which no “reasonable exception 
whatever can be taken by anyone, 
since they can all.be justified from 
the point of view of the greater 
comfort and fitness of the indivi- 
, Wa had. better walk warily 
in attacking what we think to be 
luxury.” 

Sir Edwin quoted from a recent 


‘|speech of Mr. William. Graham, 


M.P., the Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury in the Labour Govérn- 
ment, to the effect that much capi- 
tal was definitely misdirected, and 
here was plenty of speculation -in 
artificial silk and similar semi- 
luxury enberprise. 

“While I entirely. agree with 
Mr. Graham that much. capital in 
this country’ is misdirected," said 
Sir Edwin, “I would like-to point 
out in the first place: the. difficulties 
‘of generalisation. I notice that he 
only defines artificial silk aa ‘semi- 
luxury.” Is he aware that artificial 
silk has helped to save Lancashire 
in the great crisis in the. cotton 
trade,.and that already, this year 
we have exported from Lancashire 
‘well over £5,000,000 sterling worth 
of cotton and artificial silk piece 
goods? ~ . o 
Agents of Civilisation. 

“Who are we to say to. other 
countries that these articles are 
‘semi-Juxury,’ and if we think they 
are, are we to desist from pander- 
ing’ to the tnates of others? If .we 
aro to adopt this line of policy. we 
should very.soon cease to export

too much money expended on cer- 
tain aspects of them. Certainly 
there-is far too much money thrown 
away. In gpeculation, and far too 
much’ money wasted on what I may 
call: passing tendencies. Anyone 
who has the interests of the coun- 
try at heart must. regret to see 80 
much money squandered, for inst- 
ance, on dog racing, 

“It is quite true that there is far 
too much money, expended, upon 
certain forms of ‘public | activity, 
which, desirable enough in them- 
selves, cannot.be. multiplied inde- 
finitely with the hope of permanent 
profit and‘ continuous well-being. 

It 
is true that the enertainment habits 
of the’ public aie increasing, but 
those, who consider that, because 
big profits have always been made 
‘in the cinema world, they will al- 
ways continue to be made show to 
my mind, very optimistic judgment:
